far as poor Scott is concerned, as fol- 
lows: "Scott died at 7:30 o'flock thin 
evening.

in a saloon on Front street in this city, 
kept by Mason & Spin*. Tn some wa\ 
u quarrel arose between the men and 
Scott shot his eoiuitamon, killing him 
He had several trials and u »s nt last ur 
quitted. He let this city almost ut ouce, 
aoiog to Merced, where settled down and 
for some time past has served as an offi- 
cer.
